FLUID   MILK    AND   CREAM  REPORT

Retail  milk  prices  increased  in  late  DecemlDer  and  early  January  in  20  markets 

or  about  1  in  every  6  reporting,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Sic onomics  reported  to- 
day.   Class  I  price  increases  were  indicated  from  about  1  in  every  8  markets  report- 

:  '•  •  .  :.!,■• 

ing,    A  year  ago  more  than  half  of  the  markets  reporting  experienced  price  increases 
at  "both  retail  and  producer  levels.    Several  Nevr  England  markets  reported  reduc- 
tions  in  retail  and  Class  I  prices  this  January,  as  was  the  case  in  January  1951. 
A  few  additional  markets  elsewhere  in  the  country  also  reported  decreases,  in  pro- 
ducer prices  from  December  1951  levelso 

Retail  prices  for  standard  grade  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  major  cities 
early  in  January  averaged  23.0  cents  per  quarts    This  average  is  two- tenths  of  1 
cent  per  quart  higher  than  in  December  and  lo6  cents  higher  than  in  January  1951, 
The  year-to-j/ear  increase  in  this  average  price  for  January  is  three-tenths  of  1 
cent  less  than  for  December  because  of  the -sharp  increase  in  prices- of • fresh  milk 
which  occurred  in  January  1951, 

The  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3.5  percent  butter- 
fat,  in  more  than  100  cities  early  in  January  was  $5,42  per  hundredweight — unchanged 
from  December— but  44  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  than  in  January  last  year. 
Increases  from  December  occurred  -in  6  geographic  divisions ranging  from  3, cents 
^  pBT  hundredweight  in  the  Pacific  and  West  North  Central  Regions  to  14  cents  in  the 
,  West  South  Central  Region.    Minor  reductions  from  a  month  earlier  occurred  in  the 
Middle  and  South  Atlantic  States,  while  the  New  England  division  reported  a  sharp 
droTD  of  28'  cents  per  hundredweight^    Compared  with  last  January,  all-  regions 
averaged  higher  by  amounts  ranging  from  17  cents  per  hundredv^eight  in  the  South 
Atlantic  Region  to  72  cents  in  the  East  South  Central  Region, 

In  the  New  England  area,  the  Class  I  price  declined  44  cents  -oer  hundred- 
weight on  January  1  in  the  5  Massachusetts  Federal,  Order  markfets.    Retail  prices 

of  standard  milk  declined  1  cent  per  quart  in  Boston,  Lowell-Lavrrence,  and

EOR  FEBRUARY  1952 


Retail  milk  prices  increased  in  late  Janaary  and  early  February  in  16  markets 
or  about  1  in  every  7  reporting,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported 
today.     One  major  market,  Hev/  York  City,  reported  a  decline  of  one-iialf  cent  per 
quart  at  the  retail  levelr     Producer  price  increases  vrere  indicated  in  8  markets 
or  about  1  in  every  14  reporting  while  decreases  in  Class  I  prices  v/ere  reported 
in  2  markets,  Hew  York  City  and  Binghamton,  N.  Y,    Last  February  all  price  changes 
were  upward  vrith  about  1  in  every  4  markets  reporting  higher  retail  and  Class  I 
prices  tha.n  in  the  preceding  months 

Retail  prices  for  standa-rd  grade  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  24  major  cities 
early  in  February  averaged  23c 1  cents  per  quart      This  average  price  is  one- tenth 
of  1  cent  per  quart  higher  than  in  January  and  1^4  cents  higher  than  in  February 
1951^     It  is  4  cents  per  quart,  or  about  21  percent,  higher  than  the  February  1946- 
50  average  for  this  sample  of  cities.    Prevailing  retail  xirices  for  fresh  milk  were 
reported  the  same  as  a  year  ago  in  only  3  of  these  24  cities  —  Hartford,  Conn,, 
Jacksonville,  Fla, ,  and  Portland,  Ore. 

The  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3^5  percent  butter 
fat  in  more  than  100  cities  early  in  February  averaged  $5,48  per  hundredweight. 
This  average  is  4  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  the.n  the  January  average  and  is 
41  cents  higher  than  in  February  1951„     February  marked  the  eighth  consecutive 
.month  in  vrhich  the  average  Class  I  price  iia.s  advanced  since  the  seasonal  lov;  of 
$4,98  in  June..     The  shai-pest  regional  change  from  January  v;as  an  increase  of  23 
cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States^    The  North  Central  Regions

FLUID   MILK    AND   CREAM  REPORT 
FOR  APRIL  1952 

Producer  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  declined  in  early  April  -in  a  larger 
ni:an'ber  of  marlrets  than  in  any  month  since  April  1950,  shortly  "before  the  oufbreak  of 
hostilities  in  Xorea,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported  today*  The 
videspread  Class  .1  decreases;  vijere  reported  from  .32  mq-rkets  or  almost  1  in  every  3 
reporting.    Retail  milk  prices  decreased  in  ea,rly  April  in  17  markets  or  ahout  1  in 
every  7  reporting,    A  year  ago,  produfcer  price's  ■bet\\reen  March  and  April  moved  dovm- 
ward  slightly  while  retail  prices  on  the  average  shoved  a  slight  increase. 

Retail  prices  for  standard  grade  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  cities  early  in 
April  averaged  23 «0  cents  per  quarts    This  average  price  is  tvo-tenths  of  1  cent  per 
quart  lovrer  than  in  March  and  1.2  cents  per  quart  higher  than  in  April  1951.  The 
decline  in  the  April  average  from  the  -orevious  month  marked  the  first  dovmward  move- 
ment in  this  series  since  June  1950, 

The  milk  dealers^  average  "buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3.5  percent  "butter- 
fat  in  more  than  100  cities  early  in  April  averaged  $5^35  per  hundredvreight.  This 
average  is  11  cents  per  hundredweight  less  than  in  March  "but  30  cents  higher  than  in 
April  1951,    Regional  changes  from  a  month  ago  indicate  that  the  sharpest  drop  took 
place  in  the  East  South  Central  Region  —  31  cents  per  hundredweight.   -Other  de- 
creases from  March  levels  were  22  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  West  ITorth  Central 
Region,  13  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic, .12  cents  in  the  New  England  and  West  South 
Central  Regions,  and  10  cents  in  the  East  Nofth  Central  Region.    Changes  in  the  .. 
Pacific,  Mountain,  and  South  Atlantic  States  'were  small.    Average  prices  to  pro- 
.  ducers  in  all  regions  remained  higher  than  in  April  last  year  "by  amounts  ranging 
'from  5  cents  per  hufidredveight  in  the  New  ^^ngland  area  to  70. cents  in  the  l^acif ic 
Coast  States. 

In  the  xlev;  England  area,     Class  I  prices  declined  seasonally  22  cents  per 
hundredvreight  in  the  five  Massachusetts  Federal  Order  markets  and  in  the  contiguous 

New  Hampshire  markets.    Retail  price  decreases  of  J  cent  per  quart  were  reported

Some  scattered  reductions  in  fluid  milk  prices,  at  lilTMi  i«i(Xiir^-d  producer 
levels,  occurred  late  in  May  and  early  in  June,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Econo- 
mics reported  today,    Nine  markets,  about  one  in  every  13.  reporting,  ind:lc£-.ted 
lovrer  retail  prices  or  Class  I  prices,  or  both,  than  a  month  earlier.    A  year  ago, 
fluid  milk  prices  were  largely  unchanged  early  In  June  from  May  levels,  except  in 
New  England  where  Class  I  prices  declined  in  6  markets  and  in  California  where  • 
retail  prices  rose  i  cent  per  quart  in  several  markets. 

Retail  prices  for  standard  grade  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  na^or  cities 
early  in  June  averaged  22.8  cents  per  quart.    This  average  price  is  one-tenth  of 
1  cent  per  quart  lower  than  in  May,  but  1  cent  higher  than  in  June  1951-,  The 
price  comparison  with  the  same  month  a  year  earlier  has  narror^red  markedly  for  this 
series  since  the  start  of  1952  when  the  Jamaary  1952  average  price  was  l.o  cents 
•per- quart  above  the "average  in  January  1951, 

The  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3»5  percent  butter- 
fat  in  more  than  100  cities  early  in  June  averaged  $5.23  per  hundredv/eight^  This- 
average  is  3  cents  per  hundredweight  less. than  in  May  but  25  cents  higher  than  in 
June  1951,    Regional  changes  from  a  month  ago  indicate  no  change,  or  nearly  so,, 
in  the  New  England,  Middle  Atlantic,  South  Atlantic,  and  the  West  South  Central 
Regions.

Combined  average  daily  sales  of  hutterfat  in  fluid  cream  in  24  marketing 
areas  (Boston  and  Sr^ringf ield.  Mans,  exclud.ed)    during  Ajrril  were  2»3  percent 
larger  than  in  March  and  1.4  -oercent  lar.^er  than  in  April  a  year  ago.    Average  daily 
sales  during  the  January-April  period  this  year  vrere  4.2  percent  smaller  than  in 
the  same  period  last  year* 

Comhined  average  daily  sales  of  "butterfat  in  fluid  cre^jn  during  April  in  a 
suh-sam-ole  of  6  of  these  24  marketing  areas  (see  footnote  3,  Tahle  9)  whose  data 
do  not  include  significant  quantities  of  out-of-area  sales,  vere  4.7  percent  lar-jer 
than  in  the  preceding  month  and  1.8  percent  larger  than  in  April  1951.  "Reported 
changes  from  March  ranged  from  a  drop  of  2  T>ercent  in  Kansas  City  ajid  Cmaha-Coimcil 
Bluffs  to  an  increase  of  12  percent  in  Fall  River,  Mass.    ComiDared  with  last  April, 
sales  ranged  from  7  r)ercent  lov^er  in  Omaha-Council  Bluffs  to  14  percent  higher  in 
Fall  River.    Average  daily  sales  for  these  6  markets  during  the  first  four  months  - 
of  1952  were  2.2  pf^rcent  smaller  than  in  the  same  months  of  1951. 

Combined  average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  24  marketing  areas  (Hew 
York,  N.  Y.  and  Springfield,  Mass.  excluded)  during  April  were  3. A  percent  smaller 
than  in  March  "but  8.4  percent  larger  than  in  April  1951.    Average  daily  sales 
through  April  this  year  in  these  24  markets  were  10.7  percent  larger  than  in  the 
comparable  period  of  1951.    A  suh-sample  of  7  of  these  24  niarkets,  whose  data  do 
not  include  significant  quantities  of  out-of-area  sales  (see  footnote  3,  Table  9), 
indicated  a  dron  of  2.3  percent  in  s?=les  from  the  previous  month  but  a  gain  of  6 
percent  over  April  a  year  ago.    Average  d£ ily  soJes  for  these  7  markets  during  the 
January-April  period  were  7.2  percent  larger  than  in  the  same  oeriod  last  year* 

Combined  average  daily  recei-ots  of  milk  from  producers  in  the  26  markets 
during  April  were  9.4  percent  larger  than  in  March  and  1.9  percent  above  the  level 
of  last  April,    All  markets  reported  increased  receipts  from  a  month  earlier, 
.  ranging  from  3  percent  in  Minneapolis-St.  Paul  to  15  percent  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
Changes  from  the  sajne  month  a  year  earlier  were  downward  in  6  mrrkets,  unchanged  in 
1  (Springfield,  Mass.)  and  upward  in  19  markets.    Kansas  City,  Mo.-Kans.  and  Q,uad 
Cities,  Ill.-Ia,  vrith  receipts  down  4  percent  from  last  April  and  Cleveland,  Ohio 
with  19  percent  greater  receipts  than  a  year  ago  represent  the  extrer:ies. 

The  combined  number  of  regularly  a-oproved  producers  during  April  in  the  26 
markets  was  fractionally  higher  than  in  March  but  about  2  percent  fewer  than  in 
April  1951.    Compared  with  last  Ar^ril,  producer  numbers  were  down  in  15  markets, 
unchanged  in  1  market  (Columbus,  Ohio),  and  up  in  10  markets.    Ft.  "^'fa^me,  Ind,  vdth 
18  percent  more  producers  and  Quad  Cities,  111  .-la.  vdth  44  T^ercent  fewer  producers 
represented  the  high  and  low  points  of  the  range. 

Combined  average  daily  receipts  per  Tjroducer  in  the  25  markets  during  April 
vrere  almost  10  percent  greater  than  in  the  preceding  month  and  4  percent  greater 
than  in  April  of  last  year.    Gains  from  a  month  earlier  ranged  from  3  perc'^nt  in 
Minneapolis-St.  PauJ.  to  15  percent  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.    Changes  from  last  April 
were  domvrard  in  5  markets  ranging  from  2  percent  in  Kansas  City,  Mo-Kans.  to  7 
percent  in  Omaha-Council  Bluff  a,  Uebr.-Ia.    Average  daily  receipts  ver  producer 
vfere  at  the  same  level  as  a  year  ago  in  the  Boston,  Ft.  -'va^/Tie,  and  S-pringfield 
markets.    Increased  receipts  per  producer  from  1951  levels  were  reported  from  18 
markets  ranging  from  1  percent  in  Minneapolis-St,  Paul  to  70  percent  in  Quad  Cities* 
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Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.  and  Beloit,  Wi*sc»    A  ^  cent  per  quart  reduction  was  reported  from 
Chicago  (eff»  June  7),    Gary,  Ind,"  reported  a  J  cent  per  quart  reduction  (eff. 
May  14)  and  another  J  cent  at  a  later  date.    Class  I  prices  were  dovm  6  cents  per 
hundredweight  in  Gary,  Chicago  and  Beloito    Producer  prices  for  June  milk  were 
not  availa"ble  in  Akron,  Dayton,  and  Ft.^Vayne.    Other  changes  in  the  East  North 
Central  Region  were  a  drop  of  30  cents  to  producers  in  Madi-son,  '^fisc©  and  15  cents 
in  Kalamazoo,  Mich,    Retail  prices  were  reported  unchanged  in  these  markets. 

In  the  ¥est  North  Central  Region,  3  markets  reported  lower  Class  I  prices  than 
a  month  earlier,    The  reductions  were  16  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Des  Moines,  la. 
and  38  cents  in  Kansas  City,  Mo*-Kans.  and  Topeka,  Kans,    Retail  prices  v/ere  in- 
dicated unchanged  in  all  3  markets. 

There  were  no  reported  changes  in  fluid  milk  prices  .in  the  South  Atlantic  and 
¥est  South  Central  Regions.    In  the  East  South  Central  Region,  the  Nashville,  'i^enn^ 
market,  which  had  reported  a  negotiated  4  percent  Class  I  price  of  $5.90  per 
hundredweight  in  April  and  Ifey,  indicated  a  June  Federal  Order  minimum  price  of 
$5.48  per  hundredweight  for  4  percent  milk. 

Salt-  Lake  City,  Utah  was  the  only  market  to  report  a\ change  in  the  Mountain 
Division^    Class  I  prices  there  declined  35  cents  per  hundredweight  and  retail 
prices  went  down  1  cent  per  quarts    In  the  Pacific  Coast  Statesg  Bremerton,  Wash, 
reported  producer  prices  dovm  20  cents  per  hundredweight  and  a  -g  cent  decline  at 
re:;ail.    The  Seattle,  Wash.  Federal  Order  market  reported  a  drop  of  J  cent  per 
quart  at  retQ,il  and  a  small  decline  —  6  cents  per  hundredv;cight       in  the  Class 
I  price* 

Production  of  milk  on  farms  in  the  United  States  during  May  totaled  12,049 
million  pounds,  dov/n  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier  and  2  percent  "below  the  10- 
year  average  for  the  month.    Farm  milk' output  in  May  showed  ah  out  the  usual  season- 
al increase  from  April.    On  a  per  capita  "basis,  May  production  averaged  2t.48 
pounds  of  milk  per  person  per  day^  the  lowest  for  the  month  in  23  years  of  record. 
Production  conditions  during  May  were  generally  favorahle  over  the  country,  except 
for  areas  centering  in  North  Dakota  and  Texas.
